Wilson declared

SAN FRANCISCO, May 13—The 


river steamer 
H 
E Wright, laden 


with 12,000 bricks, consigned from An- 
tloch to 'the Western Stone Company 
of Oakland, grounded today on San 
Pablo Point and sustained considerable 
damage 


There was no loss of life. 
Sharp rocks form the shore at Point 


San Pablo, where a strong current al- 
ways runs during the early morning 
mist the Wright ^ran her nose into 
the point and a jagged rock pierced 
her bow 


Captain John Harkins ordered all 


hands to the pumps and the vessel was 
successfully beached. 


STOCKTON, May 13—A telegram 


received here this morning at the 
offices df the steamer Wright 
from 


Manager C W. Call Is to the effect 
that the craft had been only slightly 
damaged by striking a rock and that 
but one day's time would be lost The 
steamer T C Walker of 
Stockton 


pulled the Wright onto a mud flat, 
where the hole -was stopped by sacks 
of flour from the Walker. 


The steam barge H E Wright was 


the property of the Farmers' and 
Merchants' Transportation 
Company 


of this city and had been engaged In a 
general freighting business for 
four 


years 
She was built at Stockton and 


cost about $20,000 


She was of 500 tons burden and a 


stern wheeler 
The captain was John 


Harkins, and the 
manager 
of the 


company, W C. Wall, was aboard She 
carried a crew of twenty-five 
men

carried a cargo of brick when she

The barge H E Wright was expect- 


ed here with a cargo, of brick to be 
used on the new buildings of

American Magneslte Company at the 
foot of Bast Twelfth street. 


The barge was expected to arrive 


here today 
and a large number of 


stevedores were on hand to begin the 
work of discharging her. They were 
disappointed to hear that the vessel 
had gone on a rock, but advicei re- 
ceived hare state that she will not be 
delayed by the accident_ more than 
twenty-four hours.

Croker, Wilson said, had 
asked him at 5.30 Thursday even- 
ing 
"where 
he could have a little 


fun." 
Wilson had told him 
of 
an 


opium den In the north end and offer- 
ed to conduct him to the place after 
six o'clock, when he would be off duty 
at the hotel. Croker had waited un- 
til that time, and then had gone with 
the negro to Con Cronin's saloon at 
Fourth street and Broadway. 
There 


Wilson suggested that if Croker had 
any money he had better give it to the 
bartender for safe keeping before they 
started out. Croker gave the bar- 
tender twenty dollars, saying It was 
all he had except some change, and 
the bartender placed the money in an 
envelope In the safe 


HAD A SMOKE. 


From Cronin's saloon the two men 


went to Lee's place above a saloon in 
West Sixth street, four blocks away. 
There Lee had conducted Croker to a 
couch, and Wilson had 
gone down 


stairs to wait until Croker had had a 
smoke. 


Croker had requested Wilson to be 


sure and watt for him. Wilson had 
played cards in the saloon below with 
some negroes for about an hour when 
Croker reeled into the room. 


LITTLE UNSTEADY. 


"He was a little unsteady," said 


Wilson, "but he talked well. He told 
me that he had to catch a. tram for 
Oklahoma and that we had better go. 
We went to Cronin's saloon and se- 
cured the twenty dollars left 
there 


-with the bartender. Croker bought a 
drink and soon said that he had but a 
few minutes in which to catch 
his 


train 
We got into a hack and were 


driven fast to the depot." 


HAD MONEY. 


Wilson said that they had reached 


the Union station only a few minutes 
before time for the train to 
start. 


After paying the carriage fare Wilson 
paid Croker had between $17* and SIS 
left. Croker tried to get a Pullman 
ticket, but was unable to do so and 
the two went into the chair car. 


"Croker gave me a dollar," said Wil- 


son, "and two checks calling for a 
raincoat and a cane which he had 
checked at the 
hotel. 
The tiatn 


started soon and I jumped oft." 


After the examination of Wilson 


Chief Hayes gave it as his 
opinion 


that Croker had died from the effect 
of smoking the opium too fast. 


"He had but a short tiros before 


train time," said Chief Hayes, "and 
evidently in his endeavor to make the 
best of the tim» took the drug too 
fast 


NOT MURDER. 


"I am convinced that Wilson 
has 


told the truth, and was not connected 
in any way criminally with the death 
of Croker. We shall hold 
Wilson, 


however, for further investigation, ard 
to be used as a witness against Lee " 


Ah Lee, the Chinaman, was arrested 


and brought to Central Station today. 
He was questioned closely and told a 
story that bore out the statements 
made by Wilson regarding the visit of 
the two men to his place. Lee said 
that Croker had smoked five pill* of 
opium, but insisted that when he left 
the place Croker, although a little i 
unsteady, was capable of taking care 
of himself. Both Wilson and 
Lea 


were placed in cells 


TOLD SAME STORY. 


The bartender at Cronin's 
saloon, 


questioned by the police, told the same 
story of Croker's visit to his place as 
related by Wilson. 
The bartender 


was not arrested and would not be 
the Chief said. 


In a 
telephone conversation this 


morning the Coroner at Newton, Kas, 
informed the Associated Press that 
the body of Mr. Croker had been em- 
balmed early today upon Instructions 
from Richard Croker Jr. at New York, 
and that no autopsy would be held at 
Newton. 


TRAINMEN TELL. 


At~New-ton, Kas, where the body of 


Croker is being, held the Coroner's 
jury, which last night began an In- 
quiry into the cause of his 
death, 


continued its Investigation: today Last 
night the conductor, brakeman 
and 


porter of the Santa Fe train on which 
Croker died had given their testimony. 
This story tallied practically with that 
already known 
The conductor, how- 


ever, had testified that there was no 
smell of liquor about Ctoker when he 
found him dead in the chair car, and 
the Coroner today paid particular at- 
tention to this phase, in an endeavor 
to. determine whether or not Croker 
had died from poison or from the ef- 
fects of being drugged. 


C H. Northfuss, the undertaker who 


prepared the body of Croker, testified 
that he found no bruises and as far as 
he knew there were no traces of pois- 
oning. 


Other members of the train crew 


testified again as to seeing Croker on 
the train between^Kansas City and 
Newton, but nothing new was elicited 
from them. 


HE WAS DRUGGED. 


Later, in talking with the Associated 


Press ovar the long distance telephone, 
the Coroner at Newton gave it as his 
opinion that Croker had been drugged. 


Richard Croker Jr. Is expected to 


arrive at Newton on Sunday night. 
The body -will be held until his ar- 
rival. 


NO WORD FROM FAMILY. 


NEW YORK, May 13. — No word has 


been received from the Croker home 
here today either from Richard Cro- 
ker, who has been cabled of his son's 
sudden death, or from Richard Croker 
Jr., who started West yesterday when 
news of his brother's death was re- 
ceived. 
While it is not yet known 


whether the former Tammany leader 
will decide to come here to attend the 
funeral, intimate friends of the family 
are almost unanimously opposed to 
such a course. They say that the last 
vojage made less than three months 
ago to attend the funeral of his son 
Frank was a severe strain on Mr. Cro- 
ker's strength, and they fear the re- 
sult of another ordeal. It is their de- 
sire that Mr. Croker defer his coming 
until September, when the family mau- 
soleum in Calvary cemetery, now un- 
der construction, -will be completed.

Some wonder is being expressed that the birthday of Thomas 


Jefferson should be celebrated with increasing enthusiasm while the 
natal day of Alexander Hamilton is ignored and even his memory 
losing its hold on the popular mind. 


It should occasion no surprise. 
Hamilton had no love for the 


common people, and the masses in America have consequently retain- 
ed little affection for him.- He never was a populai" idol, and there ts 
nothing in his political teachings or his theories of government to 
entitle him to veneration at the hands of a people committed to the 
principle of universal suffrage and democracy in its broadest sense. 
Only a small minority of Americans have ever subscribed to his 
doctrines, 
Nothing he ever said or did endeared him to the mass 


of his countrymen. He never believed in the principles enunciated 
in the Declaration of Independence; never subscribed to the doc- 
trine that all men are born equal and endowed with the right of equal 
opportunity 
under the 
la\v; never believed in a 
government 


by the 
mass of a people, and was wholly lacking in that ard- 


,ent sympathy with the spirit of liberty and devotion to its ideals 
which distinguished Thomas Jefferson, for no matter how faulty his 
theories of government were, there can be no question that the author 
of the Declaration was devoted to the elevation of mankind and the 
complete enfranchisement of the masses irom ignorance, oppression 
and the evils of privilege and class distinction. 


Alexander Hamilton, on the other hand, was a monarchist | in 


principle, and an advocate of class government. His disdainful dis- 
trust of the mob was as pronounced as Jefferson's detestation of a 
hereditary aristocracy. 
He distrusted the people; Jefferson trusted 


them. Hamilton believed in a strong repressive government, while 
Jefferson believed in a mild government, giving the individual the 
largest personal liberty consistent with order and the safety of so- 
ciety. It is not strange, therefore, that the great Virginian's trust 
and confidence in the masses of his countrymen should have earned 
him the affectionate remembrance of posterity. 
Nor is it more 


strange that the man who regarded "the mob" with cold disdain 
should have his memory sadly neglected by "the mob." 
Hoi polloi 


may have dirt under its finger nails, but hoi polloi is not a fool en- 
tirely. 


Alexander Hamflton was an aristocrat by nature. The offspring 


of an ignoble connection between a man of aristocratic pretention and 
a woman of humble hie and obscure family, he loved rank and its 
accessories. He was the son of his father, not the child of his mother. 
He was a proud, masterful man, and his.rideal of society was one hav- 
ing all the artificialities of rank and distinction that distinguished 
English society in his day. He regarded the British government as 
it was during the reign of George III as the most perfect system of 
government ever devised. 
He believed in a hereditary house of 


peers, titles, decorations and the insignia of rank and privilege. 


Thomas Jefferson, whose lineage was aristocratic and whose 


escutcheon had no bar sinister, cared nothing for the accident of 
birth, family crests or the artificial distinctions of a society developed 
along the lines of caste. He had a hearty contempt for titles and 
decorations. 
He abhorred the kingly prerogative and the idea of 


men being born to legislate without regard to brains, education or 
other qualifications. With all his soiil he believed government to be 
the instrument of the governed, and all his life he fought against 
schemes to restrict the ability of the governed to control the govern- 
ment. He lacked Hamilton's genius for finance and perhaps was not 
Hamilton's equal in executive capacity, but the purity of his motives 
is beyond question, and his private life was resplendent compared to 
Hamilton's. 


The principles on which this Republic was founded and on which 


!t rests today are the principles of Jefferson, not the principles of 
Hamilton. 
The Franco-Scotch 
Bermudan 
adventurer impressed 


himself on" the Constitution, but every impress he left is a check on 
democracy and away from the application of the theory that all gov- 
ernment rests on the consent of the governed. 


George Bemond Shaw declares that "children are the great de- 


stroyers of home life." He also declares Shakespeare to be a fake 
This would lead one to believe that Mr, Shaw was never born—to be 
a Shakespeare, at any rate.

Marie Tempest's new play, "The Freedom of Suzanne," 
Is one of the" smarest things I have ever seen. Much 
of the effect is due to Miss Tempest, but the play is 
quite distinct enough to stand alone. It is not re- 
markable for its construction nor general plan and 
thire are few enough situations. 


The second act is a decided falling off from the 


first, and the last is little more than a dialogue between 
two peopie, with some very bad servant comedy thrown 
in, but the touch of the real dramatic thing is there. 


The play opens in Suzanne's drawing room in 


Curzon street. Suzanne's mother-in-law, her husband 
and several intimates are sitting about in obvious ten- 
sion. It is midnight and Spzanne is not yet home. No 
one knows just where she is, nor whom she is with. 
.That it what they are all waiting to find out. 


You get the idea that there will be no gayety at 


large when she does arrive unless it is upon her own 
little side. You are not mistaken, for when Suzanne 
finally sails in, she alone is in radiance. She is like a 
trim little yacht skimming ahead of a good stiff breeze. 
She carries in her hand her long gloves, a long veil 
and a lot of gold hanging things on chains. She. de- 
posits these upon the piano, and turning to her rela- 
tives, asks them if they are giving a party, adding 
something about undue solemnity. 


This remark doesn't amuse—it merely precedes the 


deluge. Suzanne is questioned and Suzanne willingly 
answers. She tells of| her adventures, none of them 
very startling, but scarcely in the straight and narrow 
way of orthodox matrimony. 


The idea of it all is simply this. Suzanne insists 


upon a personal freedom not mentioned in the marriage 


service. She wants to do things in her own way, 
without interference and without contradiction, even 
from her husband and her husband's family. 


Unreasonably enough the husband doesn't see it in 


that light. He thinks his wife should conform to the 
accepted idea of conjugal devotion—I mean the accept- 
ed idea of the preceding generation. So this is how 
things are when Suzanne is out until midnight, raking 
up, as she hopes, ground for a tolerably decent divorce. 


The separation \ comes in the second act, and 


Suzanne is once more in the midst of her pre-matri- 
monial adorers. But they don't seem quite the same. 
The fact of her would-be lord and master comes up 
continually. She runs across him at a sea-side hotel, 
and you are quite sure she is sorry it has all happened. 


She cuts up a lot of didoes, however, then goes to 


change her gown to make a better effect. 
When she 


comes back she finds he is on his motor way back to 
London with another woman. She immediately rushes 
into high tragedy, tears a motor coat and goggles from 
her nearest neighbor, rushes off in pursuit and the sec- 
ond act is done, 
^ 


The third act shows the happy finish. It Is extreme- 


ly well presented. There is a little scene at the tele- 
phone that is charming. 
Another scene' is where 


Suzanne's husband removes her damp stockings, one of 
the absorbing moments in the play. But it is all very 
pretty. There is nothing forced. The smartness and 
the clear cutness are rather subservient than held up 
upon poles for all the world to see, as in most so-called 
society plays. There is an idea of distinction, the tone 
of good breeding that is generally absent with most 
play1 writers. 


Miss Tempest is delightful. 
At times her work is 


a little broad, lacking in fineness, but it is quite impos- 
sible to think of anyone else when she is on the stage. 
She iss doubly fortunate in having a husband, who can 


take her dramatic measurement. 
But of the two I 


should say he is the' more to be congratulated in having 
such an interpreter,

In the factorleo 
and laundries are employed something 
like 10,000 girls, who earn from J15 to 
$25 per week, according to their In- 
dustry and positions, while the head* 
of certain departments are paid a> 
much as $i per day. Hen are em- 
ployed both In collar 
making 
and 


laundering, but as they only attend to 
the" rough work, such as running the 
machinery, stoking, attending to tha 
engines, 
etc., 
they 
receive 
wage* 


which do not average more than $10 
to $12 a week all the year round.' 


A short time ago the head women 


of certain factories and laundries in 
Troy arranged a mammoth entertain- 
ment and dance, which was unique In 
Its way. It took, lace In the biggest 
hall In Troy, and was attended by 
about 4000 girls and some 500 men 
Each girl contributed $1 towards the 
entertainment, -which entitled her to 
bring a geutlenan friend If she chose- 
Only one girl In eight,' however, was 
able to secure an escort, and It Is de- 
clared by those who ought to know 
that some men received as many as 
thirty or forty Invitations. 


It not infrequently happens that a 


wedding takes place 
in 
Troy, and 


then* when the bride comes from one 
of the factories or laundries, there I* 
a big turnout, for these marriage* 
generally take place on Sunday. As • 
body, however, the feminine Trojans 
do not favor matrimony,

Altogeth- 
er there Is little doubt that Troy pos- 
sesses the beet-paid and most con- 
tented factory girls in the world.

H. C. Capwell acted as chairman of 


the evening. He stated that the pur- 
pose o£ the meeting was mainly for 
a discussion with the members of the 
Board of Education present of ' the 
subject of kindergartens. 
He called 
upon J. W. McClymonds, Superintend- 
ent of Schools, to speak first. Mr. Mc- 
Clymonds said in part: 


'The Board of Education has made 
a determined effort to institute kin- 
dergarten work on an ample scale in 
the public schools. We have succeed- 
ed 'in some small part, but we are al- 
ways finding that we are-handicapped 
In our efforts by the lack .of ifunds. ..- 


"We are 
thoroughly . persuaded -of 
the necessity of the kindergarten- work 
and of manual training also. When 
we are able to get the necessary teach- 
ers and are not hampered financially 
we shall do everything we can hi this 
line. 


"In four Schools manual training Is 


taught to a large extent. Teachers at 
those schools tell us the work 'is cre- 
ating such an interest among the pu- 
pils that they would not give It up. 


"We are ready to do all in our pow- 


er just as soon -as we can have the 
money." 


Superintendent of Schools Earlywlne 


of Sacramento, was Introduced as the 
man who started the ladies of Kie 
Home Club In their 
movement 
for 


kindergarten work. 
In part he said: 


'Kindergarten work la no fad, whim 
or hobby. It has long since outgrown 
that stage. It is nearly seventy years 
old in various parts of Europe. Not a 
city of any size or importance In this 
country Is without its kindergarten. 
"In 1892 there were four kindergart- 


en schools in. Sacramento. The kin- 
dergarten hoard, with Colonel Weln-, 
stock, offered In 1894 to 
turn these 


schools over to the public scviool de- 
partment. 
The Board of Education 


accepted the charge. 
There were then 


100 kindergarten pupils. 
There are 


now 300 and would have been more 
If It had not been for the compulsory 
vaccination law. 
"We now have kindergarten classes 


within the reach of every child who 
desires to go. Sixteen schools in your 
city would make this possible here. 


"We have found that a good kinder- 


garten school should contain.40 pulpls 
and have two teachers. We pay bur 
principal $650 per year. 
The assist- 


ant we pay $50 per month. This makes 
$1J50 and for janitor service and ma- 
terial there Is $100 additional, making 
it cost $1250 for a -well regulated kin- 
dergarten school. You "probably would 
need about sixteen schools, 
and It 


would hence cost you probably about 
$20,000 per year 
to 
maintain 
your 


schools after they are established." 
The Rev. Charles R. Brown, pastor 


of the First Congregational Church, 
was the next speaker. 
During the 


course of his remarks he said: 


"I am glad to add an expression of 


my sympathy for 
the 
kindergarten 


movement. I am heartily In favor of 
taking away from private sources of 
maintenance 
all tranches 
of public 


education, except sectarian schools. 


"We have come to appreciate that 


the kindergartens, are an Integral part 
of our educational system. 
Such be- 


ing the case we believe that the body 
that governs other 
schools 
should 


govern these and obtain 'the necessary 
funds to support them. We do riot be- 
lieve" that the ladies who now have 
Kiem In charge should be under the 


necessity constantly of giving fetes 
and bazaars for 
the 
kindergartens. 


We should all wish to see the city 
take them over and maintain them." 
. Attorney J. B. Richardson said there 
would be very little doubt In the mind 
of -any one who :had studied the ques- 
tion of the necessity of the -kindergar- 
ten.

Following Up Work 


of Mr. Garfield 
KNAVE 


!; How a Long Winded 
I Speech Was Cut Short 


at a Banquet

SAN FRANCISCO, May 13.—Commissioner Terkes, who 


came out here to investigate the wine industry ^of California 
with relation to the internal revenue collections from it, has 
gone his way. It is believed that his visit will be of great bene- 
fit to the wine growers instead of working them the harm that he 
had intended when he came here. 


Yerkes is from Old Kentucky, and there is a notion that the 


whiskey men of his State had filled him up with all sorts of 
bogey ideas about the wine growers of California. 
He came 


here with an idea that those wine growers were swindling the 
Government right and left. He had heard that some of the 
California wines wei e fortified up to forty per cent alcohol and 
that this heavy stimulant was knocking out the whiskey men, 
who had to pay a fai greater internal revenue tax than the wine 
makers. So when Yerkes came here he came with blood in his 
eye, and theie Mere whispers that some of the foremost citizens 
of California v\ ould find themseb es in the hands of the United 
States Marshal, and that there might even be confiscations of 
borne of the big wineries. 


But Yerkes has gone away a saner and a wiser man. He 


was kept prettj busy going o^ er the vineyards of Califoinia, and 
he freely said before he left that he had not had the faintest 
shadow of a notion of the tremendoiis extent of the industry. 
His eyes stuck out at the enormous acreage in vines and at the 
capital im ested in the wineries. And his investigation convinc- 
ed him that the re^ enue laws were being Irved up to with practi- 
cal exactitude, and that certain changes in those laws were ab- 
solutely necessaiy in order that the prosperity of the great in- 
dustry might continue uninterrupted. 
He said very frankly 


tbat if the California delegation at Washington would propose 
the necessary laws h^ would be only too glad to recommend their 
adoption by Congress. So the man who came to work the in- 
dustry a harm went away with the intention of doing it good. 


& 
j/t 
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Another United States Commissioner has also gone. But 


in this case he went away breathing threats instead of expres- 
sions of peace. This is Special Commissioner Q-arfield, who has 
been sent through the entire country by President Eoosevelt to 
hn estigate the giving of rebates to Standard Oil by the different 
railroads. He had something to' go on when he came here. Two 
of the United States Seciet Service men were at work on this 
question for some time last year, and they were able to accum- 
ulate some data. 
"When Garfield arrived here, however, he 


found a singular reticence on the part of many oil producers 
who had been loud in their denunciations of the methods of the 
railroad with regard to the treatment of Standard Oil. 


Secretary of Commerce and Labor Victor H. Metcalf had 


given Garfield letteis of introduction to many prominent citi- 
zens of California and many of these citizens were eager to put 
him in the \\ay of getting information. In some instances they 
were able to secure some data for him, but in others the men 
relied upon to gn e testimony closed up like so many clams, and 
Garfield could de^ ote but a short tune to California as he had to 
go right on and im estigate conditions in the Texas oil fields. 


But the people concerned need not fancy that this is all of 


the investigation. Hardh v* as Garfield out of the State before 
it vas ascei tamed that t^o other Seciet Sen ice agents were 
working a^ ay like bea^ ers securing information and arranging 
to produce testimony, and it is probable that out of Commission- 
er Garfield's examinations will come some very startling de- 
velopments. There seems no doubt that the President is entire- 
ly in earnest in the matter, and that the powerful interests con- 
cerned ha-v e not been able to reach and influence him. 


On Wednesday night Architect D. H. Burnham, who is en- 


gaged in the work of laying out a plan for the beautification of 
San Francisco, gave a dinner at the St. Francis Hotel to Archi- 
tect McKim, foremost of American architects, and head of the 
American Academy in Eome. It was a well-cooked dinner, but 
it is very doubtful whether Mr. McKim went away from it with 
a ~\ ery high idea of Pacific Coast oratory. He must, however, 
have formed a very fine opinion of the delicacy of Architect 
Burnham as a toastmaster. 


A dinner that has to rely upon after-dinner speechmaking 


for entertainment is more than apt to be rather a stupid affair, 
and this one was no exception to the rule. Not one of the speech- 
es has come through as an exceptionally good address. In one 
instance an elderly physician was called upon. He is a man who 
has had a particularly brilliant mind, but he is getting feeble 
now, and when he got upon his feet he seemed to have reached 
his anecdotage' He rambled on and on and on, covering most of 
the known world with stories of his personal adventures, and by 
and by his hearers began to fidget and to yawn. Still he went 
on, and his fund of talk seemed endless. The yawns \and the 
fidgets increased. There seemed no earthly way of getting rid 
of the garrulous spellbinder.

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Here was where the delicacy of Mr. Burnham showed itself. 


When the good old fellow had talked for half an hour or over, 
Burnham quietly interrupted him and said: 
' 


•'Doctor, we very much appreciate the honor you have done 


us in coming here to make an address. We have enjoyed your 
remarks more than I can say. _ But I note that your health has 
not been very good of late, and I fear that this exertion on your 
part may have an injurious effect upon you.

There is also a notion that 
the consolidations grew out of the revelations made by the in- 
vestigations and prosecution of Francis J. Heney. The theory 
of the Government seems to be that with fewer land offices the 
chances for land frauds will be minimized. 


The Marysville land office is to be transferred to Sacramen- 


to, and there has been considerable inquiry as just who would 
lose jobs through the consolidation. W. A. Newcum of Amador 
county is the receiver of the Sacramento land office, and John F. 
Armstrong of Calaveras county is the registrar. A. C. Mc- 
Ldughlrn of Yuba City, Suiter county, is receiver of the Marys- 
ville land office, and Fred H. Greeley, the well-known Marysville 
attorney, is the registrar. Under the consolidation th€re will be 
but one receiver and one registrar. McLaughlin has only held 
his place about a month, and secured it after one of the bitterest 
fights ever carried on in Northern California. 
Some people 


have thought that under the consolidation" he would lose the 
office for which he fought so long and so hard without having 
been able to enjoy the fruits of his victory. But it now seems / 
that the rule under such consolidations is to give the permanent 
place to the officer receiving the last appointment. 
If this is the 


rule McLaughlin will oust Newcum as receiver, while Armstrong 
will retain the registrarship and Greeley will be out of a job.'

Corn and hay were my princi- 


pal feed both composed of carbohy- 
drates of starchy matter, both very in- 
soluble compounds When they enter 
the stomach the natural 
juices met

soluble, and they 


must be dissolved before they can be 
absorbed for the making of blood As 
fast as the carbohydrate! are rendered 
soluble In water, the latter must bs 
present to keep them movir>g so as to 
reacn the circulation as chyme and 
chjle 


If the two latter compounds ar« not 


dissolved by water 
the food passes 


through the intestines and does not 
nourish the animal as the grain i» 
often seen in the dung offering food 
for the swine 
To enable the food to 


find its way to the arterial system, It 
must be 'n a very dilute form and 
water is the only agent known for the 
purpose 
As blood has from 85 to 90 


per cent water, the reader must see

BUTTER AND CHEESEMAKERS. 
As we have given several points to 


the maker in our talks on "Handling 
the Patron 
it will be only fair to the 


patron if we speak of some matters 
In which the maker is apt to be tt 
fault 


First every patron is supposed to 


have an Intelest in the factory or 
creamery which he patronizes 
Natu- 


rally he often wants to look througn 
the place and 
he should have the 


privilege of doing so at any time It 
Is every makers duty to have each 
part of his place In such a condition 
that he will not be ashamed or afraid 
to have a patron inspect it 
Perhaps 


one of the most common complaints 
on the part of the patron is a filthy 
whey or skim-milk vat 
while these 


have nothing whatever to do with the 
quality of the butter or cheese madp 
they are an evidence of slackness in 
the maker as to cleanliness and will 
be an influence against him on the tha 
score of cleanliness in other parts of 
his wonc 
It is generally true that 


when any one place is found to be 
filthj, others will soon be in the same 
condition 


Where milk is taken on the fat ba- 


sis the makei is usually the one who 
has to make the tests and we can see 
how very easy it is sometimes, when 
after a hard day s work up to perhaps 
four o clock, one starts in to make 
from 20 to 40 tests tired and nervous 
to stop just short or perhaps be a lit- 
tle flush of the mark in one's meas- 
urements 
While this may be only a 


small amount and possibly will not 
make any difference with the read- 
ings it is none the less incorrect and 
to allow one's self to do the work this 
wav a few times is apt to foster a

87208 Ib of butter 
This increase of 


almost 90 Ib over the general average 
suggests an investigation of her breed- 
ing 
Her dam and granddam were 


both members of the herd, their pro- 
duction appearing with the others and 
so afford opportunity for comparison.

She gave 7447 Ib of milk and is

BERKELEY, May 13.—To discourage

head, was to appear here on May 11. 
Then the announcements were made at 
the University and the advertisements 
appeared In various quarters.

When Innes came to town, however, to 


conduct band concerts at ths recent fes- I 
tlval of song: in San Francisco he gazed! 
at the contract his manager had stoned 
with the University men, and promptly 
he ran a line through It, canceling the 
document.

notified of the bandmaster's act and told 
that there was nothing to do but accept 
the bandmaster's regrets. 


IE appeared that the college men were 


being: treated with scant courtesy and the 
matter was promptly referred to Charles 
E. Snook, attorney for the Board "of. Re- 
gents, in Oakland, his advice being -de- 
sired before action was taken against 
Bandmaster Innes to compel him to pay 
damages sustained by. the University be- 
cause of his failure to appear here. 
It Is said that Innes was-piqued .because 
he was to-receive only a $300 guarantee, 
instead of the $900 that jvas paid Sousa 
when the "March King" played at the 
University, although the reason he gave 
for 'canceling the contract was "Inability, 
to make the date."
